He "orked 
very closely v ith the SIFTd In attempting to counter the Influence 
of the Third International which was being directed from the USSR. 
In the latter part of 1937, ha became 'erlonely III >• tth uodulaat 
fever and sss unable to continue his association « Ith tba Spanish 
Natlonaltsls. He finally returned to Cormaay to February 1936. 

5. After his racuoerattoo period ended. Subject was 
assigned as Krlmtnalkocnmtaaar to tba Criminal Police to 
Karlsbad, Sndeten In November 195 8. He teas later transferred 
la February 1940 to Kassel, Germany, r hero he yes accepted 
Into tba CeStnpo '.s Ith the rank of K rin-lnalrel and tho equivalent 
Schutastaffel (SS) rank, of Stormbannfuehrer. Following a coarse 
in sabotage prevention at the Fuebrerschute tn Berlin, Subject 
aervad at the Gestapo headquarters In Breslau, Germany. 

6. While serving In Breslau, ha came to the atteutton 
of Walter 8CHELLENBERG, who, aa chief of Arr.t VI of tho 
hfain Office of Reich Security (RSHAj, waa attempting to 
recruit for hi* foreign Intelligence section of tho RSHA. 
8CHELUENBERG brought Subject to Berlin and placed him In 
charge of the Iberian section of Arrt VI In February 1942. In 
early 1943, during the visit of Brlgadefuehrer Johannes 
BERNHARDT, director of tba Soflndos firm. In Spain, 
8CHELLENBEBG agreed to send Subject to 5paln to gather political 
Intelligence using BERNHARDT’* Sofindu* organization as a 
cover, 

7. Subject worked at various police aod Intelligence 
tasks In Spain uottl the end of World War n. He, subsequently, 
waa employed by a Spanish Service as an advisor In the Investi- 
gation of Bolshevik subversive activities In Spain. 

B. On the basis of Subjsct’s v.ork against the Communists 
In Spain, the Spantab authorities hoped to convince the Allies 
that he should not be retnrned to Germany. At the Insistence 
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of the A llle» , however, he an »rre»:ail in 17 August 1946 
end repatriated to the United States rone o( Cerrreoy. After 
hie Interrogation, It wee recoir mended that Subject bo 
avaccatod to a civilian late rBtreQt can p to face deoar Ideation 
proceeding* aod eventual into rocnent ae an autorretlc arreetee.
